It is a matter 
of continual astonishment that anything or any one works at all, that 
shops and ks do open, that we can send and receive telegrams, that 
draymen rise in the morning early and go about their daily work. The 
Russians are certainly at bottom a most extraordinary law-abiding 

people, considering continual opportunity for ‘and provocation to excess.

The problem of Russia's future is now a matter not for specalation 
but for liveliest imagination, and the probabilities are fantastic. Here 
one has the impression that the festa erg period ot ‘Russian history 
nas come to an end.
